Whole patient care 
aim of Lompoc CCC

The Convalescent Care Center at 216 N. Third St. - Lompoc’s new and only 
convalescent hospital - tries to take care of the whole patient, according to the 
director of patient services, Mrs. Carol Anderson, a registered nurse. 
The CCC staff naturally attends to a patient’s physical well-being, but atten­ 
tion is also focused on emotional needs. The scheme behind this philosophy is 
one of patient involvement. 
“ No,” Mrs. Anderson said, “ we don’t want to treat them as invalids. We 
want them to live as normal a life as possible ” 
This is why all patients eat their meals in the dining room, rather than in bed, 
for example. 
“ It’s a social interaction that occurs which is important.” she explained. 
Patients are dressed everyday in their street clothes, not in institutional 
hospital garb. And they are encouraged to visit the hospital’s beauty and 
barber shop, which is operated twice a week by Red Cross volunteers and the 
wives of FCI employes. 
Red Cross volunteers also provide some fresh air and sunshine once a week 
by wheeling patients in wheel chairs around the block. 
CCC’s full-time activities director Isabel Reddy plans programs designed to 
get patients involved. The programs include daily exercising (in the seated 
position) before dinner, operation of a small crafts room and bi-monthly bus 
trips to surrounding locations such as the mission and Solvang. 
Mrs. Anderson, who formerly taught in Allan Hancock College’s nursing 
program, believes, “ Unless you keep people active, they can become really 
sick.” 
Patients at CCC, whether they know it or not, are subject daily to what she 
calls “ reality orientation.” Its purpose basically is to help them feel they are a 
part of what is going on today. 
Last week, for example, the hospital was decorated with pumpkins and 
children from local schools passed out Halloween delights of cookies and ap­ 
ples and other children sang “ Halloween carols to the tune of Christmas 
carols.” 
Mrs. Anderson continued that families are asked to decorate the bulletin 
board in the patient’s room with calendars, family photographs and greeting 
cards — and to keep them up to date. 
There are now 38 patients residing in the 40-patient room, 74-bed Lompoc 
Hospital District facility. They are attended by three registered nurses, three 
licensed vocational nurses, 15 nursing assistants, two full-time housekeepers, 
one cook and one cook’s helper and one maintenance man. 
Dr. Rod Hamer, director of emergency services at Lompoc District Hospital, 
is the medical director and Ken Wicks. LDH administrator, is the ad­ 
ministrator. 
There is a waiting list of 70 to 80 people to get into CCC, which began admit­ 
ting patients on Aug. 22. But, because it is a new facility, the beds are being 
filled at a moderate, comfortable rate. 
A new patient, explained Mrs. Anderson, needs time and help to adjust to the 
unfamiliar surroundings. 
To be admitted, a patient must have his or her own physician. Rates are set 
at $25 a day for skilled nursing beds and $18 a day for immediate care beds. 
Food served to patients is prescribed by their doctors. Otherwise, they eat 
balanced meals that, except for breakfast, is prepared at the Lompoc District 
Hospital and taxied over. 
How do the patients like CCC? 
“ Fine,” replied Clara Hafer, “ it’s home to me. The nurses are so nice. The 
food is good. I can’t find any complaint.” 
Mrs. E.E. Neiman, the daughter of patient Mrs. Lilian Hobbs, commented 
last week, “ My mother is pretty content anywhere. But I don’t think she could 
get better care anywhere else.” 
An important plus for CCC is that it is located in a small town, said Mrs 
Anderson. With the staif. patients and visitors all being Lompocans and often 
knowing each other, a “ family atmosphere” comes about and works to the 
patients’ benefit. 


WITH M OR(XTANS IN SPANISH 
SAHARA (UPI) - A human sea of 
350,000 Moroccan men, women and 
children surged across the Spanish 
Sahara border in an outburst of intense, 
mystical enthusiasm t«>day but halted to 
camp overnight in the desert just short 
of Spanish defense lines 
The halt appeared to be part of a 
reported compromise whereby the 
“ peace march” across what Morocco 
calls the artificial frontier would be per­ 
mitted within the Sahara territory but 
would not try to breach the Spanish lines 
Radio Morocco said the marchers 
were within five miles of Daora. halfway 
down the 40-mile dirt road from the fron­ 
tier to the territorial capital of El Aiun 
and about 24 miles from the Spanish 
lines 
Four Spanish planes were flying over 
what Morocco called “ pilgrims of 
peace” and Spanish reports said the van­ 
guard of the marchers had penetrated 
between 10 to 12 miles into the territory 
toward the Spanish defense lines 15 miles 
inside the Spanish Sahara There were no 
reports of shooting 


The marchers, carrying the Koran, the 
Moslem holy book, paused as they cros­ 
sed the dusty frontier “ to pray to the all- 
powerful for having permitted them to 
touch the soil of their ancestors after 


more than 90 years of separation 
King Hassan had promised to lead the 
march as the “ first volunteer” but he 
said in a nationwide television speech 
Wednesday night that he was remaining 
behind in Agadir because the duty of a 
leader is to remain at the command 
post ” 
The marchers, civilians aged U and 
up were from every walk of Moroccan 
life Hut most of them were students, 
peasants, unemployed laborers and 
political militants They made a colorful 
if somewhat ragged mass as they fanned 
out to cross the frontier 
Darkness still chwded the forlorn fron­ 
tier of the coveted land when the first 
sounds of reveille echoed through the 
huge tent city housing Hassan s conquer 
ing army of marchers 
It was 1 a m 
when march com 
manders issued orders for the huge 
paunchy tents to be folded 


All the movable material ferned by 
armv trucks to Tarfaya was soon neatly 
packed and loaded onto a truck shuttle 
between Tarfaya and the frontier line 
At the crack of dawn the bulk of the 
marchers and their packs were unloaded 
a few dozen yards from the border 
The national radio network cut off its 
regular program and began playing 
national warlike songs

LONDON (U PI) - Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat arrived today for a three- 
day red carpet welcome from the British 
government and talks expected to center 
on possible new arms sales by Britain to 
his country. 
British government officials said he 
was expected in particular to seek a deal 
to buy the Anglo-French Jaguar super­ 
sonic strike plane. 
Sadat, fresh from a 10-day state visit to 
the United States, landed at London s 
Heathrow airport at 9 a m 
He flew directly from Washington 
where he secured a possible $750 million 
in U.S. economic aid but no firm com­ 
m itm ent for Am erican m ilita ry 
hardware. 
Sadat was met at London airport by 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson, with 
whom he scheduled at least two rounds 
of formal talks, and by Lord Jacques, 
representing Queen Elizabeth II 
Sadat and his wife were lunching with 
the queen at Buckingham palace later to­ 
day 
Stringent security surrounded Sadat’s 
arrival against possible demonstrations 
by Jewish groups or Arabs angered by 
his recent Sinai agreement with Israel. 
Sadat's plane landed several miles 
from the main airport term inal 


buildings, and he drove away quickly to 
Claridges Hotel in the west end 


British government officials said the 
visit was of great importance. 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Increases in 
the costs of steel and new cars drove up 
overall wholesale prices by 1 8 per cent 
in October, the biggest monthly increase 
in a year, the Labor Department said to­ 
day. 
th e increase in governm ent’s 
Wholesale Price Index, which translates 
into a double-digit annual rate of 21.6 per 
cent, soon will be felt by consumers in 
the retail prices they pay for goods and 
services. 
For the past three months combined 
prices have increased at a compounded 
annual rate of 13 5 per cent The increase 
last month was the biggest since Oc­ 
tober. 1974. when wholesale prices 
jumped 2 9 per cent 
The prices of industrial commodities, 
which make up 70 per cent of all the 
items measured, were up a substantial 
1 2 per cent - also the biggest increase 
in a year This was caused primarily by 
price increases for steel and other 
metals, textile goods and the 1976 model 
automobiles 
Although prices paid to farmers fell in 
October, the costs of farm products and 
foods jumped 17 per cent, led by in­ 
creases in the prices of leave tobacco, 
fluid milk, live poultry and vegetables, 
the department said 
The Wholesale Price Index stood at 
178 9 in October, a 5 1 per cent increase 
over last year. This means the same 
commodities that sold for $100 in 1967, 
now sell for $178 90 
The sharp increase in October in­ 
dicated that inflationary pressures on 
consumers may intensify in the months 
ahead 
Increases in wholesale food 
prices are passed along quickly to the 
consumer, while industrial prices are 
felt much later 
Industrial prices, which tended to level 
off earlier this year, have been increas­ 
ing by steadily bigger percentages since 
last Mav This is a more ominous sign 


than the rise in traditionally volatile food 
prices 
The overall 1 8 per cent in 
crease in wholesale prices took seasonal 
factors into account On an unadjusted 
basis, wholesale prices rose 0 7 per cent 
based on increases of 0 1 per cent in food 
and farm products and 0 9 per cent in in­ 
dustrial commodities 


Food cost increase 
told by department 


W A S H I N G T O N ( U P I ) - The 
Agriculture Department says food prices 
rose 14 5 per cent in each of the past two 
years and about 9 per cent so far this 
year 
As for the final three months of this 
year, a department report said, prices 
will “ edge up slightly” from the Ju ly' 
September levels, with increases for 
beef, poultry, fresh fruits and potatoes, 
but will probably decline for pork, fish 
and dairy products 
But the report says food price inflation 
may slow to an annual rate of 4 to 5 per 
cent next year That would be the lowest 
rate since 1972. when prices rose 4 5 per 
cent 
The department said Wednesday the 
prediction for next year is based on es­ 
timates for the first six months of 1976 
and their validity for the full year would 
depend on the size of next year’s crops 
USDA economists said the first half 
forecast is qualified because they cannot 
yet be certain about final export demand 
for the nation’s record 1975 crops or 
about how fast livestock farmers will use 
those crops to expand production of 
meat, poultry and similar foods 
The report said this year’s production 
was big enough to permit both a price- 
restraining increase in supplies for 
American consumers next year and big 
exports, including all predicted sales to 
the Soviet Union 
Rocky gives his reasons 


WASHINGTON (UPI» - Vice Presi­ 
dent Nelson A Rockefeller said today he 
withdrew from the 1976 nomination pic­ 
ture to keep “ party squabbling” from 
complicating President Ford’s job and 
not because they disagreed on govern­ 
ment policy. 


The vice president, in his first public 
discussion of the bombshell decision 
three days ago to take his name out of 
consideration as Ford’s running mate, 
said he came to Washington to “ serve 
to help solve problems ” 
“ I didn’t come down to get caught in 
party squabbles,’’ he said 
“ And 
therefore I wrote the letter ’ last 
weekend withdrawing 
By taking himself out of the picture, 
Rockefeller said he had “ eliminated part 
of the problem which was the basis for 
the party squabbles ” He said that “ a 


minority of a minority” of conservative 
Republicans opposed his place on a 
ticket Rockefeller has been a sore point 
with the party’s right wing since he op­ 
posed Sen Barry Goldwater at the 1964 
GOP national convention 


Appearing completely at ease as he sl­ 
ouched at a podium in the Executive Of­ 
fice Building auditorium in a half-hour 
news conference, Rockefeller said his 
disagreement with the President on 
federal help for New York City was “ not 
the basic element” in his decision 
He said he would continue to speak up 
when he disagreed with Ford on issues, 
just as he did in arguing that Washington 
ought to help New York when the Presi­ 
dent opposed aid 
Rockefeller said tersely that the 
President's position would hurt the 
Republican party in New York but he did 


not think Ford had written off the state 
in 1976 
He absolutely refused to speculate 
about the possibility he might end up run­ 
ning for president himself saying, 
I 
have no plans beyond this news con­ 
ference ” 


Rockefeller dodged any direct discus­ 
sion of the Republican conservative 
wing’s long standing objections to him 
and to Ford s apparent decision to back 
him as 1976 running mate 


But he repeated “ I didn’t come to 
Washington to complicate his life” and 
force the President to spend more time 
than merited on internal party argu­ 
ments 
Rockefeller made it clear he didn t 
,uruu inrh thp rlaims that he 


Hearing officer project 
inaugurated by D jA. Roden 


A pilot project that will 
provide a forum for persons to 
solve their disputes rather than 
burden the criminal justice 
svstem with the filing of minor 
criminal charges is being in­ 
augurated in Santa Barbara this 
week bv D istrict Attorney 
Stanley M Roden 
The criminal justice process 
is presently overburdened wiUi 
manv kinds of human problems 
that do not lend themselves to a 
finding of 
guilt* with small 
fin e s 
and 
m e a n in g le s s 
probationary terms and condi­ 
tions 
For these matters the 
current system is both very 
costly and ineffective Only in­ 
frequently are satisfactory re­ 
solutions found for problems 
such as neighborhood and fami­ 
ly disputes, zoning matters and 
public health and nuisances 
said Roden 
Deputy D istrict Attorney 
George Bobolia has developed 
the project It is based on a 
similar program currently in 
operation in the Los Angeles 
Citv Attorney’s Office Bobolia 
will serve as the hearing officer 
during the first 90-day trial 
period 
Thereafter, one of the most 
important facets of the project 
will occur 
The district at­ 
torney's office will make an in­ 
tensive effort to attract the ser­ 


vices of community volunteers 
to act as hearing officers It is 
time that the community itself 
be involved in the criminal 
justice system It is hoped that 
volunteers will be active and 
former law enforcement of 
ficers and students, retired 
persons and other citizens with 
training in public relations.” 
Roden explained 
•‘Criminal charges such as 
disturbing the peace, public in­ 
toxication. assault and battery 
often result from frictions 
within the home, neighborhood 
and community and between 
persons who are related or well 
acquainted When all sides are 
heard, it is often difficult to 
determine who is the ‘victim 
and who is the defendant. By 
the time such cases reach 
arraingment or trial, family 
members and friends are reluc­ 
tant to testify or when they do it 
som etim es becomes obvious 
that charges should not have 
been brought in the first place.” 
he added 
“Another important feature 
of this project is that the courts 
and our office will allocate 
more of our resources to more 
serious criminal m atters.” said 
Roden 
The district attorney con­ 
tinued “Cases will be referred 
for hearing where any injury to 


persons or property is minimal, 
credibility of w itnesses is 
questioned, chances of follow 
through with the prosecution by 
the complainant are slight, and 
the hearing procedure appears 
to offer a better chance for a 
permanent solution 
After review of the case file, 
the hearing officer will request 
the appearance by the parties 
at a courtroom made available 
by the municipal court. Even­ 
ing sessions will be scheduled 
as necessary to accommodate 
the needs of persons regularly 
employed during the daytime 
“Constitutional rights will be 
protected,” said Roden 
Par­ 
ticipants will be invited to pre­ 
sent witnesses, documentary 
and physical evidence which 
supports their position, and the 
presence of legal counsel will 
be encouraged, 
Roden added. 
“ This pilot project is a 
realistic and innovative ap­ 
proach to crim inal ju stice 
problem solving. Our lower 
courts are taxed to the breaking 
point because so many minor 
m atters absorb our energies 
By alleviating this congestion 
we can crack down on serious 
offenders and at the same time 
provide a mechanism which 
will achieve solutions for 
problems that are now ig­ 
nored.” Roden concluded

They should not sleep un­ 
protected on the ground, or 
wander off designated trails in

The public is warned not to 
handle, nor allow their children 
or pets to play with wildlife, 
particularly skunks, bats, or 
foxes Any wild animal that ap­ 
pears sick or does not fear the 
presence of humans is suspect 
and should be avoided. All inci­ 
dents of involvem ent with 
suspected animals should be 
re p o rte d im m e d ia te ly to 
County Animal Control.

or 
development of beach property,

r e d u c tio n 
in

maintenance funding. 
Pahos said he felt he would 
have to “ sell some parks...put 
them on the market...those that 
get the least use. We re not 
meeting the needs of the public 
now. with our low level of 
maintenance.” 
Board chairman Francis H. 
Beattie said he felt Pahos ac­ 
tually wasn't 
recommending 
elimination of some county 
parks. 
“ I feel that would be short­ 
sighted.” he added, asking 
Pahos if he felt the same way. 


Pahos said he did. but in­ 
dicated he had said what he did 
to impress on the board the 
gravity of the situation if his 
department, for one. had to cut 
back 10 per cent. 


Pahos. like other department 
heads, also had been asked to 
outline what he would do if he 
had to cut back 2 per cent and 5 
per cent. He said he felt he 
would utilize portions or all of 
the tideland royalties for beach 
maintenance in that case to 
save general fund expenditures 
and forego acquisition of new 
beach property. 


Cuts at the 10 per cent level in 
the Cachuma Recreation Area 
could result in elimination of 
four of the 12 park rangers, 
which could mean closure of 


campground areas, and result 
in less income for the county, 
he sa id . He p o in ted out 
Cachuma revenues are now at 
$530.000 for the year as com­ 
pared with $518.000 appropria­ 
tions for the area from the 
county. 


Reduction of visitor service 
by reducing personnel whether 
by one or four park rangers, 
said Pahos. could well result in 
visitors in return asking for 
reduction in fees for using the

‘‘If you’re going to charge 
people 50 cents for coming into 
a park just to throw a ball 
around, you’ll have them com­ 
ing in over the hills and cliffs 
without paying.” 
Supervisor Frank J. Frost 
felt “we should drop the idea,” 
but Kallman said that while he 
was ‘‘not advocating it,” he felt 
it should be considered further. 


As for upping Park Depart­ 
ment revenues, Beattie said he 
wouldn’t be adverse to “doubl­ 
ing the overnight fe e ” at 
Jalama County Beach Park in 
the Lompoc area. He said the 
big majority of patrons there 
were “ from outside the coun­ 
ty.” 
The proposal was made by a 
ta x p a y e r 
o r g a n iz a tio n 
representative th at P haos’ 
department make better use of 
“ v o lu n te e rs and w e lfa re 
recipients” to get park jobs 
done. Pahos said this would be 
difficult and time and money 
could be lost training such peo­ 
ple “who might not show up the 
next day.”

County Supervisor Robert E 
Kallman has presented a tax 
reform resolution to the

Appearing at the annual 
meeting of the state organiza­ 
tion in San Jose, Kallman ap­ 
peared before the committee to 
outline the proposals contained 
in a resolution of the Santa Bar­ 
bara County Board of Super­ 
visors that were recommended 
to the board by the Citizens Tax 
R eform C o m m itte e 
The 
resolution asks the S tate 
Legislature to increase the pre­ 
sent $1.750 Homeowners Ex­ 
emption to $5.000 and the pre­ 
sent State Renter’s Income Tax 
Credit from $45 to $90 


Kallman told the state com­ 
mittee that the resulting loss of 
revenue to the counties could be 
made up by projected increased 
funds from the current sales 
and personal state income 
taxes. The Revenue and Taxa­ 
tion C om m ittee expressed 
great interest in the proposal 
and referred it to their Task 
Force on Tax Reform which 
w ill be m eeting e arly in 
December. 


Kallman also was able to pre­ 
sent the proposal to the staff of 
the Assembly Taxation Com­ 
mittee.

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New York City aid snagged; 


bankruptcy moves advance 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Ef­ 
forts to save New York City 
from default are snagged in 
Congress, so legislation is ad­ 
vancing to let the city go 
bankrupt as painlessly as possi­ 
ble 
A House judiciary subcom­ 
mittee was working on a bill to 
perm it the city to file for 
bankruptcy without many of the 
conditions President Ford pre­ 
scribed when he said a week 
ago that he preferred bankrupt­ 
cy to “bail out.” 
The strategy is to prepare the 
bankruptcy legislation as a 
backstop in case a Democratic 
bill to provide billions in federal 
loan guarantees fails to become 
law That bill faces antipathy in 
the House, a filibuster in the 
Senate and a veto in the White 
House. 
Under F ord’s bankruptcy 
plan, a federal judge would 
have day-to-day control of New 
York’s finances. He could close 
a hospital, rewrite a pension 
plan, end rent control. 
But the House bankruptcy bill 
leaves “political and govern­ 
mental powers’’ in the city’s 
hands while the city is in 
bankruptcy and negotiating 
with unions and bondholders to 
delay debt paym ents and 
reduce pension plans to regain 
solvency. 
Meantime, the Democratic 
bill to provide $7 billion in 
federal loan guarantees — the 
bill Ford threatens to veto — 
ran into new trouble. The House 
Ways and Means Committee 
balked, a t a p p ro v in g th e 
removal of tax-exempt status 
from bonds guaranteed by the 
federal government. 
If Ways and Means doesn’t 
approve that section, the bill 
stands virtually no chance of 
clearing Congress. 


Ford's 
travels 
argued 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
President Ford’s advisers can’t 
decide if he should travel more 
or less to in c r e a s e h is p op ­ 
ularity, White House sources 
said today. 
The traditional Ford family 
Christm as skiing holiday in 
Colorado is included in the 
debate. 
Concern over presidential 
security is a constant negative 
factor in any White House talk 
of Ford travel. But the political 
value of the trips is the core of 
the cu rren t argum ent, the 
sources said. 
Some of the talk cites public 
opinion polls which show a 
trend against Ford keeping up 
his travel pace. According to 
some interpretations, travel 
might not pay off politically at 
a time when the economy, 
although generally considered 
im p ro v in g , 
is fa r fro m 
prosperity levels. 
The sources cite concern that 
Ford’s holiday junkets to Vail, 
Colo., a winter resort of the 
wealthy, may backfire at the 
polls in 1976. when the pocket- 
book could be a deciding factor 
in many voters’ minds. 
Some advisers think Ford 
should practice winter skiing on 
New Hampshire slopes instead, 
where his presence may aid 
him in next year’s presidential 
prim ary against a possible 
challenge from former Califor­ 
nia Gov. Ronald Reagan.

A continuation of tax cuts for 
both individuals and businesses 
are in the bill. If no action is 
taken before Jan 1. existing an­

said he would veto any tax cut 
not accompanied by a spending 
ceiling 
Republicans offered a series 
of unsuccessful last minute 
am endm ents to include the 
budget ceiling in the bill. 


State motorists confused 
over new registration plan

Pitts Wednesday said the mis­ 
takes involved 5 per cent of the 
persons who renewed their 
registration under the new 
system He said persons mail­ 
ing in the wrong amount did not 
re a d th e r e n e w a l fo rm 
“carefully enough " 
Because of the conversion 
from year-cnd registration to 
staggered registration, he said,

NEA gives strike warnings 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
p resid en t of the N ational 
Education Association warned 
today a recent rash of 160 
teachers’ strikes was only the 
beginning of teacher unrest un­ 
less C ongress gives public 
employes the right to strike. 
John Ryor. in testim ony 
prepared for a House subcom­ 
mittee. called on Congress to 
place public em ployes and 
employers under the 40-year- 
old National Labor Relations 
A c t. w h ic h e s ta b lis h e d 
procedures for union organizing 
and contract negotiations in the 
private sector. 
“ Public employers can’t have 
it both ways. They can’t ... 
refuse to bargain and then im­ 
pale public employes because 


they strike after being goaded 
into extrem e action,” Ryor 
said 
He asked for machinery to 
resolve impasses between pub­ 
lic employers and employes, in­ 
cluding mediation, fact-fin­ 
ding. a union option for binding 
fact-finding and the right to 
strike. A strike, he said, could 
be enjoined by a federal court 
where it threatened public 
health or safety. 
Ryor said recent teachers 
strikes and other public em­ 
ploye disputes were caused by 
local and state governments 
who “ h a v e tu rn e d d e a f 
ears to employe concerns." 


“ What we have seen recently 
in strikes and slowdowns by 


public employes is only a hint of 
what may well happen unless 
access to equity is provided to 
these employes by law," he 
said 


Ryor said a federal collective 
bargaining law might curtail 
many, but not all. strikes. “The 
right to bargain is much more 
than m erely the right to 
strike.” he said “ With the right 
to bargain goes the respon­ 
sibility to exercise good faith, 
restraint and reason ” 


He said a uniform pattern of 
public employe relations would 
end the current “crazy-quilt" 
pattern in which some states 
have different collective bar­ 
gaining laws for public em­ 
ployes and some have none. 
Franco has new complications 


MADRID, Spain (UPI) - 
Generalissimo Francisco Fran­ 
co’s doctors reported a new 
complication today in his three- 
week b?Ule for survival — fluc­ 
tuations in his heartbeat. 
The doctors hooked the 82- 
year-old Spanish leader to a 
kidney m achine to reduce 
uremic poisoning, another com­ 
plication arising from major 
surgery earlier this week, but 
said his condition was “still 
grave.” 
A bulletin issued by Franco’s 
team of 27 doctors at 2:05 p.m. 
(8:05 a.m. EST) also said he 
was still suffering from blood 
clots. 
The doctors said Franco’s 
“post-operative course contin­ 
ues normally, as far as local 


symptoms and the functions of 
pressure and tem perature are 
concerned. There are clear 
signs of a return of intestinal 
movement. 
“ The peritoneal dialysis 
(cleansing of the blood with a 
kidney machine) continues with 
good tolerance. The content of 
urea (uremic poisoning) has 
begun to recede. 


“The condition of the heart 
remains stable, even though oc­ 
casional fluctuations of the 
rhythm have been recorded 
The condition of the lungs is 
normal. 


“The thrombo-phlebitis (an 
inflammation of the veins that 
has produced blood clots) in the 
left leg continues its develop- 
Automakers reluctant 
to increase production 


DETROIT (U PI) - U.S. 
automakers are reluctant to 
step up production despite 
heavy October sales and a 
significant inventory reduction 
Industry analysts Wednesday 
estimated there was a 53-dav 
supply of cars in dealer inven­ 
tories or in transit on Nov 1, 
compared with a 63-day supply 
at the beginning of October. 
Sales for the month were 23 per 
cent above Oct 
1974 figures, 
the strongest since May of last 
year 
But automakers have shied 
away from spurring production 
— to keep inventories in check 
and avoid a repeat of last vear's 
massive layoffs 
The 53-day inventory', which 
an industry analyst described 
as “excellent and a nice work­ 
ing range to be in.” is the 
lowest since September 1974 
just before the start of the dis­ 
astrous 1975-rnodel year 
Inventory, expressed in days’ 
supply, indicates how long new 
autos would last at the current 
sales rate if no more cars were 
built 
Despite enthusiasm about 
small cars, the No 
1-selling 
model was the standard sized 
Chevrolet 


The sm all car segm ent, 
however, gained over the last 
year Subcompacts, small fo­ 
reign models, and compact cars 
accounted for 47.1 per cent of 
all sales, compared with 46 3 
per cent last year. 
Analysts predict November 
sales of about 650,000 cars, a 34 
per cent jump over last year 
when the industry was plum­ 
meting to the deepest part of its 
two-year slump but still 13 per 
cent below 1973 levels 
Even with projected sales up 
over last year, the production 
schedule of about 600,000 cars in 
U.S. plants and another 25.000 
from Canadian plants shows 
automakers are wary 
“There’s a built-in lag in our 
in d u stry .” one analyst ex­ 
plained “Our sales were up in 
October but our production was 
down and it’s not all due to cau­ 
tion. You just can’t increase 
production because it takes 
time to order parts 
“ We don't have all the pieces 
we need.” he said 
Steel and orders for new ship­ 
ments have not materialized, 
the trade publication Iron \ge 
reported Car sale gains have 
not resulted in a buying surge 
for steel or other materials 


ment.

Pumpkin Bread 
2 cups sugar 
1 cup oil 
3 eggs 
2 cups pumpkin (canned or fresh cooked) 
3 cups flour 
4 tsp. salt 
4 tsp. baking powder 
1 tsp. soda 
1 tsp. cinnamon 


l 2 tsp nutmeg 
4 tsp. cloves 
4 tsp. ginger 
1 cup chopped nuts 


2 eggs 
1 tsp. vanilla 
Bring honey, milk and sugar to a boil. Sift dry in­ 
gredients; add nuts, oil, eggs, vanilla. Then add honey 
mixture and beat for two minutes. Turn into well greased 
loaf pans and bake at 325 degrees for one hour. 
Two favorite recipes are contributed by our feature 
editor, Stan Tulledo. Here is a bachelor who knows how to 
cook! 


Persian Chicken 
Cut up one onion and cook for 2-3 minutes in three tbsp. 
oil in a pot. Add one sliced tomato and 4 tsp. each of the 
following spices: ginger, cumin, garlic powder, salt, pep­ 
per, chili powder and turmeric. Cook together for a few 
minutes. 
Now add half a cut up chicken to the pot; mix and 
cover. Simmer for 30 minutes or until done. Stir oc­ 
casionally. 


Preheat oven to 325 degrees. Prepare two loaf pans 
(reg. size). Sift dry ingredients together and set aside. 
Beat together sugar, oil. eggs, and beat in pumpkin. Mix 
dry ingredients with pumpkin mixture. Pour into pans 
and bake approximately 60 minutes or until toothpick in­ 
serted in the middle comes out clean. Cool for 10 minutes 
and remove from pans.

14 cups milk 
4 cup sugar 
34 cups flour 
14 tsp, soda 
14 tsp salt 
14 cups chopped walnuts or pecans 
1 3 cup cooking oil 


Amber Fish Steaks 
4 halibut steaks, about 14 lbs. 
2 tbsp. flour 
1 tbsp. oil 


V< cup dry sherry wine 
2 tbsp. soy sauce 
2 tsp. lemon juice 
1 tbsp finely chopped parsley 
Sprinkle fish with flour Heat oil in a skillet large 
enough to hold four fish steaks. Arrange fish in pan and 
cook over moderate heat until golden brown on underside. 
Carefully turn fish Combine sherry, soy sauce and lemon 
juice. Pour over fish. Continue cooking over low heat 
about 10 minutes until fish is tender. Remove to serving 
plates. 
Bring pan sauce to a boil; add parsley and spoon over 
fish (If desired, sauce may be thickened slightly with a 
little cornstarch mixed with cold water.) Makes four 
servings.

is in jeopardy A series of cir­ 
cuit court rulings 
may bring 
these efforts to a virtual stand­ 
still.” 
Quarles said that in 1972, 
EPA was required by federal 
courts to hurriedly create man­ 
datory antipollution programs 
to reduce automobile use in 
states which had failed to 
develop their own plans. 


Because the courts set tight 
deadlines, he said, there was no 
chance of local participation, 
and “ we made a number of mis­ 
takes.” The most restrictive 
plan would have cut Los 
Angeles car traffic by 86 per 
cent, a goal set by the court. 
“ The same courts which 
marched us up the hill three 
years ago are now demanding 
that we march down again,” he 
said “ Unfortunately, the basic 
problem remains.”

Restrictions 
proposed for 
gas drilling 


WASHINGTON (UPII - The 
In te rio r D e p a rtm e n t has 
proposed restrictions on oil and 
gas drilling off the Southern 
California coast to protect 
seabirds, sea mammals and 
coral formations, and camou­ 
flage some drilling rigs that 
may be viewed from shore. 
The department also said 
Wednesday that the sale of oil 
and gas drilling leases off the 
Southern California coast will 
be held Dec 11. It originally 
was scheduled for Dec 9 
The government w ill sell 
leases for 235 offshore tracts 
comprising about 1 25 million 
acres on the continental shelf 
off the Southern California 
coast 
The departm ent said the 
proposed new restrictions on 
those lease sales are designed 
to protect unaltered m ain­ 
land estuaries adjacent to San 
Pedro Bay from the effects of 
possible pollution. The es­ 
tuaries are Anaheim Bay and 
Upper Newport Bay south of 
Los Angeles. 


The leases also w ill be 
restricted to protect seabird 
rookeries and habitats for seals 
and sea lions off the shores of 
San Miguel. Santa Rosa and 
Santa Barbara Islands, the 
department said 


Also to be protected, it said, 
is a species of living coral 
believed to be unique which oc­ 
curs in portions of the Tanner 
and Cortes B<mks known as 
Tanner-Cortes South

stiff sentences The state Court 
of Appeals removed Bell Tues­ 
day on a peremptory challenge 


Brandler was named Wednes­ 
day by Judge William Ritzi, the 
court’s presiding criminal cal­ 
endar judge, whose selection 
must be confirmed by the state 
Judicial Council Ritzi said he 
expected quick confirmation. A 
pretrial hearing is scheduled 
for Nov 14 and the trial is sl­ 
ated to begin Nov. 24 


The Harrises and Miss Hearst 
face 11 felony charges of as­ 
sault. robbery and kidnaping 
carrying sentences up to life in 


prison for an alleged crime 
spree in May, 1974 connected to 
the gunbattle in which police 
killed six SLA militants 


Although Miss Hearst is also 
a defendant, she is expected to 
be tried separately, after dis­ 
position of federal bank robbery 
charges against her in San 
Francisco. 


Brandler, born in Belgium 
was associated in the 1930s with 
famed Hollywood attorney 
Jerry Geisler, and was a Los 
Angeles county prosecutor 
from 1937 to 1953, when he was 
appointed to the bench.

Braves take on Johnson and Co.

What better way to celebrate the 50th 
anniversary of a great football rivalry 
than with a game like tomorrow night's 
Lompoc-Santa Maria battle? (At Dave 
Boyd Field in Santa Maria. 8 p.m.) 
The ingredients are all there, such as: 
•The rivalry which started back in 1922 
(More about the first 49 games of the 
series tomorrow). 
•Both teams have battled through the 
first three league games undefeated, and 
the winner tomorrow will be guaranteed. 
at least a league co-championship and 
the league's first-place berth in the CIF 
playoffs 
•E ach t eam b o asts an exciting 
breakaway runner as the foundation of 
its offensive attack 
•Each team takes pride in a defense 
that it believes will stop the other’s big 
runner. 
•There is a contrast in philosophy and 
style of play, especially on defense, that 
makes the game interesting from a 
student's standpoint. 
Although the game is certainly more 
than just a showdown between two runn­ 
ing backs, that match-up is certainly a 
key factor in the game and a m ajor point 
of interest for most fans 
In the Saint corner is Ricky Johnson, 
the most bruising and effective runner 
on the central coast, at least. He is. for 


all practical purposes, the Saint offense. 
“ They try to beat you with Johnson," 
says Lompoc coach Mike Warren, simp­ 
ly. “ In order for us to do any good, we 
have to limit him to a reasonable number 
of yards He can’t have 200 or 300 yards " 
Johnson weighs just 185 but runs with 
the authority of a much bigger person 
He is a punishing, straight-ahead runner 
with good acceleration and speed 
Does a runner of Johnson’s reputation 
have an adverse psychological effect on 
Lompoc’s defense? 
“ I don’t think we’re intimidated by 
him, no,” says Warren. “ We’re not going 
to have a total emotional collapse if he 
breaks a long run. We have a lot of 
seniors who have played against teams 
with big backs. We have risen to the 
challenge before. I don’t feel that they 
will run up and down the field against 
us.” 
Lompoc’s “ big back” is Calvin Boler, 
whose conversion from flanker to 
tailback this year has proven to be a 
stroke of genius Boler is no Johnson, but 
Lompoc fans aren’t ready to trade. At 5-8 
and 155, Calvin also plays bigger than his 
size, but with a style all his own. He can 
get outside as quick as any back around, 
and he’s also surprisingly effective in­ 
side, where he simply darts to daylight 
Lompoc relies on Boler, but not as 
much as the Saints do on Johnson. 


“ I think we have more tools to work 
with than they do,” says Warren. “Their 
fullback is not in a class with our two 
Saffo is a fine quarterback, but not in the 
same class with (Chuck) Van Allen 
Ricky Johnson is in a class by himself 
There’s a number of things we can do. 
They are fairly limited if Johnson is not 
able to do the things they expect him to 
do.” 
Which brings us to the defense, where 
the contrast in styles is marked 
Lompoc’s defense is conservative, 
relying on solid execution of a few basic 
techniques. Santa M aria’s defense, un­ 
like its offense, is a gambling unit. 


“They (Saints) try to confuse you with 
three or four different alignments, jump­ 
ing around, stunting linebackers, trying 
to cause breakdowns and force you into 
long-yardage situations,” says Warren. 


“ Maybe it works, maybe it doesn’t. 
It’s like flipping a coin You’re going to 
be right about half the tim e 
Our 
philosophy of defense is that that’s too 
much risk.” 


Warren wants his team to rely on 
thinking and execution rather than super 
emotionalism tomorrow In other words, 
be cool. 


"Our defense will play more dis­ 
ciplined and be in the right spots. They 


will have a tough time running off-tackle 
against us We've got to play with con­ 
centration, pick up their defensive 
stunts, keep them from making the big 
play.”

Tomorrow night may just turn out to 
be the biggest night of the season for 
each of the six Northern League football 
teams. 
Temporarily putting aside next week’s 
final round of play, which will match 
each t e a m with its local rival, 
tomorrow’s contests may end up being 
even more meaningful. 
The Cabrillo Conquistadores will add 
their share to the action and suspense, 
and they know how much will be at stake 
when they take on the Arroyo Grande 
Eagles here at Huyck Stadium at 8 p m 
Lompoc and Santa Maria will risk 
their unbeaten (3-0) records against each 
other.

Arroyo G rande’s league record, as 
well as their overall 2-5 season record, 
may be a little deceiving, according to 
Cabrillo coach Ed Knowles.

The number one threat to the Conqs is 
running back Edmund Alarcio (wearing 
number 22). He’s the Eagles’ right half­ 
back and doubles on defense as a comer- 
back. Alarcio (6-0,175) is a returning all­ 
league player, and he’s having another 
good year. 


Knowles says of Alarcio, “ He is fast 
and strong, and an exceptional football 
player, and we’ll have to stop him to 
win." 


Along with Alarcio, the Eagles have 
another good runner in fullback Dan 
Hendricks (5-11, 175). The wishbone of­ 
fense is run by quarterback Dennis 
Romero (6-0, 175), a player Knowles 
says handles the football well. “ He 
doesn’t have much style or form when he 
throws, though, but he gets the ball 
there. And his receivers aren’t real fast 
or flashy, but they catch the ball.” 


For the Conqs. the return of linebacker 
Mark Hall will be an added lift this week. 
Hall missed the last two games with a 
hip injury, but seems fully recovered. 


Cabrillo holds a 5-0 series advantage 
over the Eagles, dating back to 1970.

NEW YORK (UPIi - There are signs relations hetween 
Cuba and the United States may be resumed, perhaps inside the 
next year or six months When and if they are. baseball probably 
will be the vehicle to bring the two countries back together in much 
the same way ping-pong was the instrument for improving rela­ 
tions between the U S and the People's Republic of China. 
A plan has been in the works for some time now calling for a 
group of major leaguers to visit Havana next spring and play a 
Cuban team, with the contest to be carried on television in the U.S. 
and Cuba One of the forerunners of the plan was the permission 
granted by the Cuban government for Luis Tiant's parents to leave 
Cuba so they could visit him in Boston this past summer 


Since all details haven't been worked out yet and are supposed to 
be so hush-hush because you never can tell when Castro may 
change his mind and call the whole thing off. Bowie Kuhn refuses 
to talk about the trip But Henry Kissinger has talked about it with 
Castro already. 


Fidel Castro used to be a pretty fair pitcher with the University 
of Havana He enjoys baseball and followed the recent World 
Series between those Yankee dogs, the Cincinnati Reds and Boston 
Red Sox. demonstrating the normal nationalistic pride when Louis 
Tiant won two games for the Red Sox and Tony Perez. another 
Cuban, hit those home runs for the Reds 
Castro likes ballplayers and has always enjoyed being around 
them 


Harry Simmons, another Bowie Kuhn aide who was associated 
with the International League 25 years, remembers Castro at­ 
tending the 1959 Junior World Series between Minneapolis and 
Havana Gene Mauch was managing Minneapolis and Preston 
Gomez Havana, and after each club won one game in Minneapolis, 
the weather grew so cold there, it was decided to play the remain­ 
ing contests in Havana

the event of a reactor accident 
I.ash complained that pre­ 
sently the nuclear power in­ 
dustry is ignoring the long- 
range hazard of waste disposal 
and the federal government is 
not paying it enough heed 
Marvin Resnikoff. a physicist 
from the New York Public 
Interest Research Group, and 
William Millerd. a Roman 
Catholic priest and physicist at 
the Washington Center for 
Science in the Public Interest, 
joined in warning of dangers 
from nuclear wastes. 
Besides the hazards of ex­ 
posure to radioactivity. Re­ 
snikoff painted an unpleasant 
picture of a society dotted with

Kevin Perry died Sunday of heart failure from sniffing the 
deodorant He was found dead in a chair in front of the televi­ 
sion set in the family's living room, a bag of Halloween 
candy beside him. 
It was at first feared Kevin died from poisoned candy, but 
preliminarv tests showed no signs of poison in his stomach or 
the candy he collected on Halloween 
"I just hope these young people will read about how Kevin 
died and will learn something from it," said Gloria Wyman, 
his mother 
The boy’s death set off a poison candy scare in this town 
east of Kansas City F’olice warned parents to dispose of 
their childrens’ Halioween candy until tests on the Perry boy 
were completed 
Dr 
Bonita J 
Peterson. Jackson County medical ex­ 
aminer. reported the cause of the boy’s death. 
"The poison candy scare is over," she said "Kevin Perry 
died from sniffing deodorant." 
Police returned to the home on learning from the hoy’s 
brother. Husty, that Kevin had sniffed deodorant, gasoline, 
glue and smoked marijuana on several occasions They 
found a can of spray deodorant wedged between cushions in a 
couch next to the chair in which Kevin was found 


Voters angered by strike 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - 
San Francisco voters obviously 
were angered by the strike of 
police and firemen last August 
By majorities of about 2-to-l, 
they repealed liberal city pay 
form ulas for 5.000 craft 
workers and 3,500 police and 
firemen Tuesday. 
Burdened with higher tax 
bills and reports of widespread 
abuse of the city’s election 
system by city employes, 
voters showed a keen interest in 
the economy and lingering 
resentment over the police and 
firemen's strike in their deci­ 
sions on the 19 propositions on 
the ballot. 
They backed Proposition B, 
which removed city workers 
from mandatory pay scales fix­ 
ed in private industry. Their 
pay henceforth will be fixed by 
the average of pay scales in 
several California jurisdictions 


By other big majorities, 
voters took police and firemen 
off a generation-old formula 
that assured them pay equal to 
the highest in any major 
California city 
Henceforth, they will be 
paid the average of pay scales 
in five big California cities If 
the cost of living is higher than 
in those cities, that factor will 
be added in their pay 
A proposal backed by Mayor 
Joseph L 
Alioto to submit 
police and fire pay disputes to 
binding arbitration was defeat­ 
ed by nearly a 2-to-l margin So 
was a proposal backed by Alioto 
protecting police and firemen's 
right to match the highest pay 
in California cities 
Beyond pay restrictions, vot­ 
ers showed their resentment of 
the August strike by repealing 
the firemen’s traditional work 
schedule, which required their 


presence in the city only nine 
days a month 
The charter amendment ap­ 
proved by a virtual 2-to-l 
margin will require men to be 
on duty at least 18 days a month 
by making work shifts 10 and 14 
hours, instead of 24 hours as in 
the past 
Proposition O, mandating dis­ 
missal of any police officer or 
fireman who strikes, got the 
same two-thirds majority vote 


The mayor settled the August 
strike by invoking the emergen­ 
cy power in the City Charter 
and negotiating an end to the 
dispute by agreeing to liberal 
raises for the police and 
firemen 


The voters showed their opi­ 
nion of that move by backing 
Proposition N. which curbed 
the mayor’s power to act under 
the emergency clause 


Voter approval for 
salary hikes asked 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - A 
drive has been launched to 
place on the November 1976 
ballot a proposal subjecting pay 
increases of state and local of­ 
ficers. legislators and judges to 
voter approval. 


Secretary of State March 
Fong Eu Wednesday certified 
the proposed initiative constitu­ 
tional amendment for petition 
circulation She said supporters 
must collect 499.846 voter 
signatures by next April 1 to 
qualify the measure for the 
ballot. 


Under the measure, majority 
approval of statewide voters 
would be needed for pay in­ 
creases of state constitutional 
officers such as the governor, 
state lawmakers and judges. 
Proposed salary boosts of 
elected city and county officers 
also would be subject to ap­ 
proval of voters within local 
jurisdictions affected 


Paul Gann of Carmichael, 
proponent of the measure and 
founder of People’s Advocate 
Inc. said. " I have no objections 
to pay raises (for public of­ 
ficials) but the people should be 
the ones to authorize them. It is 
a conflict of interest for of­ 
ficials to increase their own 
salaries." 
The initiative would limit 
salaries for state and local of­ 
ficers and legislators to the 
Nov 
1. 1974 level unless 
otherwise authorized by the 
voters.

He succeeded earlier this 
week when sheriff’s deputies 
registered two workhouse in­ 
mates at the Chase-Park Plaza 
Hotel, one of the city's oldest 
and finest hostelries. 


The prisoners spent Monday 
night shackled to their beds, 
dining on lobster and watching 
the football game 


Percich said he ordered the 
lowest-price meal, but the hotel 
management sent up 10 steam­ 
ing lobster tails in what he said 
were attempts to embarrass 
him 


Hotel owners frowned on Per- 
cich’s practice, pointing to 
public liability insurance poli­ 
cies. 


" I talked to my insurance 
agent and he said it may be dif­ 
ficult to renew our public 
liability coverage if we took in 
jail prisoners," said Eric B 
Kaufman, president of the 
Mayfair Hotel 


The innkeepers also ex­ 
pressed distaste over a gun- 
drawing incident Monday. A 
Chase employe who saw the 
prisoners called city police, and 
a short confrontation resulted 
when the city officers attempt­ 
ed to get into the room where 
Percich’s men were guarding 
the inmates.

In 
addition, it would certainly 
add a lot of fuel to an already 
too hot inflationary trend.

UNITED NATIONS -W hetherthe City 
of New York or this deeply divided world

As most readers know 
Gov. 
Brown 
signed 
Rodda’s SB 160 into 
law effective Jan. 1, 
1976 The full impact 
of the law won’t be 
felt, 
however, 
until 
July 1. On Jan. 1, 
Brown 
will 
appoint 
three persons to a 
newly 
authorized 
Educational 
Employment 
R elatio n s 
B oard, 
EERB, at $36,000 a 
year each. 
The board in turn will choose an 
executive director and other employes 
as needed. An attorney may he called 
upon to assist the board. 
Put simply, the board will settle 
disputes that develop between school 
boards and employes. Employes may be 
teachers or classified employes. 
Also put simply, the new law paves the 
way for orderly negotiations on wages, 
hours of employment “and other terms 
and conditions of employment. There 
is some working in this connection that 
may prove troublesome as hinted this 
week at the county schools seminar in 
Solvang. The assembled educators were 
buzzing with the ramifications of some 
of the wording. For example, the law 
ticks off the areas that will be subject to 
the negotiating process and then 
continues: 'in addition, the exclusive 
representative of certificated personnel 
has the right to consult on the definition 
of 
educational 
o b jectiv es, 
the 
determination of the content of courses 
and curriculum and the selection of 
textbooks to the extent that such 
matters are within the discretion of the 
public school employer under the law. 
All m atters not specifically enumerated 
are reserved to the employer and may 
not be a subject of meeting and 
negotiating...” M 
If 
my 
memory 
serves 
me 
the 
California Teachers Association at one 
time interpreted the law to include 
courses, 
curriculum 
and 
textbook 
selection as stuff for the negotiating 
process. Maybe it does, but that is not so 
certain in the mind of this reporter now. 
Some of the teachers I talked with were 
concerned about the word, "consult 
because it seemed to imply something 


— to sign a disengagement agreement 
with Israel. 
He had the courage to expel the 20,000 
Russian military advisers who had tried 
to dominate his own military forces. He 
put an end to his dependence on Soviet 
weaponry. 
But even as his trip was being planned 
with encouraging portents, the Arab and 
Third World nations planted a time bomb 
here at the U N That was the resolution 
equating Zionism with racism.

Within his own country, the Egyptian 
president must contend with forces that 
see the Israeli agreement as a sellout of 
the Palestinians and their yearning for a 
homeland. 
The contradictions in all this are amaz­ 
ing to behold. Mayor Abraham Beame 
has been imploring the Ford administra-

short of negotiating. It is in the area of 
co u rse d e te rm in a tio n , textbook 
selection and curriculum that the 
teachers have shown the keenest and 
most persistent interest.

In the end he said no to Washington’s 
pleas.

These threats cannot be dis­ 
counted. They are taken by many both in 
and out of Congress as the response to a 
slap at the United States for supporting 
an ally in the Middle East.

T oday's Jack

I suppose the most successful US 
political speech in modern times was 
Franklin Roosevelt’s Teamsters Union 
speech about "my little dog. Fala’’ in 
1944 which devastated Dewey. After that 
1 should regretfully have to add Nixon’s 
Republican "cloth coat" speech in 1952 
when he was fighting for his political life 
on the Eisenhower ticket It was corny 
and meretricious and it brought in his 
wife, his children and his dog Checkers, 
but there was no doubt about it. even to 
some of us who were disgusted by the 
performance, when he finished with the 
pledge "to campaign up and down 
America until we drive the crooks and 
Communists and those who defend them 
out of Washington’’ he had scored a 
political bull’s-eye "My boy!” said Ike. 
There have been other notable political 
addresses in recent times and some of 
them will be cited later on. but this is to 
record that Hubert Humphrey made a 
remarkable speech the other day in San 
Francisco to the AFL-CIO convention 
Everybody loves Hubert But some of us 
give a sigh (albeit with affection) at the 
thought that he might be the Democratic 
candidate again next year Can’t the 
Democrats come up with a fresh face; 
why should they use a re-tread9 Yet 
there can he no question that after that 
San Francisco speech Hubert abruptly 
emerged as somebody to be reckoned 
with Nobody takes polls too seriously at 
this early date for they are mostly name 
recognition, but momentarily, at least, 
Gallup has put Humphrey — the man 
who isn’t going to enter any of the 
prim aries — at “ the top of the 
Democratic presidential field 
Humphrey, in what "Mr Meany and 
many other onlookers considered one of 
the great speeches of his long career,’’ 
reported R W Apple, Jr to The New 
York Times “tore the house down ... 
delegates cheered and whistled and 
screamed 
on the floor, delegate after 
delegate expressed hope that Mr 
Humphrey would be the nominee ...” and 
so on 
Well, there have been other powerful 
speeches FDR’s “Nothing to fear...” 
and his “Day of Infamy” addresses He 
could communicate confidence. Arthur 
Schlesinger has written, by the intona­ 
tion of his voice, the tilt of his head, the 
flourish of his cigarette holder 
A 
cherished recollection is a speech by Ev 
Dirksen. a last-ditch Taft supporter, 
shaking the wild locks of his hair like 
Sargosso Sea kelp at Governor Dewey on 
the convention floor (who was backing 
Ike) and hurling studied insults at him 
from the podium — “you took us down 
the path to defeat'“ while the packed 
galleries cheered and booed 
There was Bobby Kennedy’s brief, 
tragic talk on the back of a flat bed truck 
on the eve of Martin Luther King’s assas­ 
sination. and again his eulogy to his 
brother at the Atlantic City Democratic 
convention quoting Shakespeare 
(He 
was one of the few politicians who could 
quote Shakespeare and get away with it.) 
Yes, and Harry Truman’s acceptance

speech in the stifling heat of the 
Philadelphia convention hall at two in 
the morning, in 1948 announcing that he 
would call the no-good Republican 
Congress back to the Turnip Day special 
session .. A game little cuss And before 
coming back to Hubert let me include 
Lyndon Johnson’s stirring civil rights 
speech to a joint session. March 15. 1965, 
that makes up for a lot of his mistakes: 
"Their cause must be our cause, too 
Because it is not just Negroes, but really 
it is all of us. who must overcome the 
crippling legacy of bigotry and injustice. 
And we shall overcome.” 
Hubert Humphrey has a rugged, car­ 
toon face, thrust-out jaw, pink cheeks, 
small eyes and surprised eyebrows He 
has enough energy so that if you could 
wire him he would light a house A group 
of us asked him the other day what the 
Democrats should do about George 
Wallace? “1 would treat him like any 
c a n d id a te who should not be a 
president,” he said simply. Why wasn’t 
he running himself9 “ I’ve found you 
can’t be a good senator and a good can­ 
didate.” Why does President Ford keep 
up his frantic pace9 “He is doing it 
because he sees the shadow of Ronald 
Reagan It is folly, because no Ronald 
Reagan can unseat a president if he IS 
president. He ought to stay home and 
tend to the store.” Asked pomtblank if he 
thought he would make a better presi­ 
dent than Ford, Humphrey answered 
matter-of-factly. “Yes.” 
Give Hubert Humphrey 45 minutes to 
make a 30-minute speech before a friend­ 
ly audience and he is one of the most ef­ 
fective speakers in America The fact is, 
1 think, that the nation is confused and 
disturbed and at a time when it fears for 
its job it gets attacks on big government, 
when it wonders about high gasoline 
prices it gets denunciations of regula­ 
tion, when it agonizes over recession it 


hears the Administration leaders attack 
bureaucracy which they are in charge of. 
“ It is stylish these days," Humphrey 
told the labor convention, “to say all the 
old program s that Roosevelt had. 
Truman, Kennedy and Johnson had, all 
these programs, you know, are worn out. 
no good.” 
Then he went over the programs, 
social security to food stamps. “ If it 
were not for the programs of Roosevelt 
and Truman, of Kennedy and Johnson.’’ 
he cried, “this country would be flat on 
its back today in a massive depression,” 
There is som ething hypnotic in 
Humphrey’s torrent, every thought 
repeated, every phrase given variations, 
the flood no more to be dammed than 
N iagara and sw eeping receptive 
audiences with it: “We need leaders with 
a heart We need people who err on the 
side of compassion and fair play, and we 
need leaders who will challenge this 
country, who will challenge the spirit 
and strength of the American people to 
achieve what they want.” 
It is not easy in quotations to blast off 
chips of it, but if you yield to it. it sweeps 
you along “I’m not going to run away 
from the great dynamic leadership that I 
voted for when I was a young man and 
someone spoke to me as if he was in my 
heart and my mind and my soul and said, 
‘All you have to fear. Hubert Humphrey, 
is fear itself’ and who said, ‘We are going 
to get this country going again.’” 
“ We need — we need, my friend, a new 
birth We need a new birth of freedom in 
this country. We need a new sense of our 
purpose 
The people are obviously 
waiting, and I say to you that they have 
waited long enough and they are im­ 
patient ... Let America sing once again 
and let’s get back and get to work.” 
It’s powerful, moving stuff. The labor 
audience? — as I said at the beginning, 
he wowed them.
